No doubt tbeetenin beating and power 


advantages thus afforded through the 
enterprise of Mr. Wbitmer will result in 
starting a number ot 
manufacturing 


plants in the blooks which will be reached 
by the steam pipes. Certainly every- 
body who knows what it is to handle 
coal, ashes anil stoves in winter will at 
once apply for the steam heat. It is n 
most worthy undertaking and will receive 
substantial enco'.uugement. The plant 
will be ready for operation by the time 
heat is needed. Parties using the heat 
will pnt in connecting pipes and radi- 
ators at their own expense. Mr. Whit- 
mer simply puts down the supply pipes 
and furnishes the steam. 


THE CHIPMAN CASE. 


Wanted at St. Paul for Appropri- 


ating $5OO, 


A telegram from St, Paul in reference 
o Frock E. Chipman, arrested here Sun- 
ny night, gives the following psrtion- 
ars: 


ST. Piuii, Minn., August 15.—Frank 
„. Ohipman formerly resided on the West 


ifle and was an attorney at law. He IB 
married man and line several children, 
n hie business transactions he had a 
lient named Matilda H. Davis. Octo- 
ber 1, 1890, he collected about 1500 for 
her, which, it is alleged, he failed to tnrn 
>ver, bnt appropriated to hia own use. 
t is eaid that Chipman some time Biooe 
jegan "the pace that kills" and the m- 
oma of hie law practice waa not enffi- 
ient to keep up these extravagances and 
is resorted to the appropriation of his 
jliente'money. May 7, 1891, he was in- 
dicted by the Rimeey county grand jury 
and became a fugitive from justice. It is 
said that since that time be has been en- 
gaged HB a traveling ngent for some acci- 
d«nt insurance company. Deputy Sheriff 
iiotipy left to-day for Deoatur. 


This afternoon a REPUBLICAN reporter 
isited Cbipmim nt the jail and gave him 


tt'O points in the above telegram, hid first 
ufnrmntion as to the identity of the 
iiirty who oauBed his arrest. .Ohipman 
appeared to know all about Mrs. Davis, 
who is a widow woman and nn invalid, 
'ormorly the keeper of a boarding house. 
Chipman said he waB attorney for lh» 
ady in trying to collect money on notes 
which culled for 82600, secured by a 
third mortgage on 80 acres of land worth 
$3,000. He stated that he had effected a 
partial settlement of the matter by hav- 
ing the first and second mortgages Bet 
aside, leaving the lady with a first mort- 
gage. 
In the settlement $500 was paid 


toOliipinnn, of which Ohipman admits 
that he appropriated less than ¥'100 as his 


fee. 
The prisoner says that at the time 


Mrs. Davis objected to the retention of 
BO mnoh money, but he retained it be- 
lieving that he had earned it. 
He nays 


he hus no fear of aerioue trouble in the 
oaso, and hopes to be at liberty soon. 
Ghipnmn still thinks that his personal 
enemy at St. I'aul, a prominent business 


man, 
is behind the prosecution.
